The school will hav e con­ 
stantly in its care about fifty Indian 
boy s, of from 15 to 18 y ears old, and 
selected from among the most promis­ 
ing pupils of the 
Catholic Indian 
schools of the whole west. 
The boy s 
will be trained with the special v iew of 
making them g ood formers, capable of 
leading and instructing the other mem­ 
bers of their respectiv e tribes in way s 
of peace and civ ilization. Ton or twelv e 
y oung white students will also be edu­ 
cated at tho institution, and assist in 
the training of the Indian boy s.

I, for one, nev er thoug ht why the 
larg e g lass that holds our milk or 
water was called a tumbler, until, once 
upon a time, I happened to hav o at 
luncheon at All-Souls’ Colleg e, Ox ford. 
All-Souls’ is a curious colleg e. 
It has 
no students or “ under-g raduates,” as 
we call them in Eng land. 
It consists 
of a master and a number of “ fellows” 
—men who hav e taken their deg rees 
and hav e disting uished themselv es as 
scholars. 
There is a quaint old rule in 
Latin that sars a man to be a fellow of 
All-Souls’ must be “ well born, well- 
dressed, and a modonrtely g ood doctor 
in sing ing .” 
There is no question 
nowaday s of sing ing ! 
But of g ood 
breeding and g ood scholarship there is. 
And to be elected a fellow of All-Souls’ 
is a g reat honor. 
One of the most disting uished fel­ 
lows is Prof. Max Muller, the g reat 
philolog ist, who, thoug h he is a Ger­ 
man by birth, and was not educated at 
Ox ford, was elected to All-Souls’ as a 
mark of respect for his immense learn­ 
ing . 
The “ common-room,” or the fel­ 
lows’ smaller dining -room, is a de­ 
lig htful place, with its g reat fireplace, 
and its wails all ¡wainscoted with black 
oak, while throug h the g reat window, 
with its heav y stone mull ions, y ou 
look out onto ancient iv y -g rown build­ 
ing s round a quiet court which is filled 
with a space of v elv et turf. 
On the 
•lay of which I speak, Prof. Max Mul­ 
ler was g iv ing a luncheon in this splen­ 
did room to the charming and talented 
Princess Alice, the wife of the Grand 
Duke of Hess Darmstadt, and second 
laug hter of Queen Victoria. 
There 
were not a dozen g uests besides the 
Princess and her husband, and a v ery 
ag reeable luncheon we had, with pleas­ 
ant talk on all kinds of interesting sub­ 
jects. 
Bu t what ex cited tlie cu rio sity o f ail 
the strangers p resent was a set o f the 
mo st attractiv e little ro u nd bo wls o f 
ancient silv er, abo u t the size o f a largo 
o rau ge. 
They were bro u ght ro u nd , 
acco rd ing to the cu sto m o f the p lace, 
filled to the brim with the famo u s ale 
brewed in the co llege. 
These, we 
were to ld , were tu mblers, and we were 
sp eed ily sho wn ho w they came by their 
names—a fitting lesso n, fo r the gu ests 
o f a p hilo lo gists. 
When o ne o f these 
little bo wls was emp ty it was p laced 
u p o n the table, mo u th d o wnward . 
In­ 
stantly , so p erfect was its balance, it 
Hew back iu to its p ro p er p o sitio n, as if 
asking to be filled again. 
No matter 
ho w it was treated , tru nd led alo ng the 
flo o r, balanced carefu lly o n its sid e, 
d ro p p ed su d d enly u p o n the so ft, thick 
carp et, u p it ro lled again and settled 
itself with a few gentle shakings and 
sway ings into its p lace, like o ne o f 
tho se Ind ia ru bber tu mbling d o lls y o u r 
baby bro thers and sisters d elight in. 
This, then, was the o rigin o f o u r wo rd 
tu mblers, at first mad e o f silv er, as are 
these 
All-So u ls’ 
tu mblers. 
Then, 
when glass became co mmo n, the ro u nd 
glasses that sto o d o n a fiat base su p er­ 
sed ed the ex q u isitely balanced silv er 
sp heres and sto le their names so su c­ 
cessfu lly that y o u hav e to go to All- 
So u ls’ and a few o ther o ld ho u ses to 
see the real thing.

lesso ns in the Ko ran are giv en six 
times a week. Fo r the rest, tho stu d ies 
are : First y ear, alp habet six timo s a 
week, Tu rkish lectu res fiv e times a 
week and mo ral sto ries; seco nd y ear, 
religio u s p recep ts and read ing a p rimer 
twice a week, ad d itio n o nce a week 
and writing; third y ear, Tu rkish gram­ 
mar twice a week, fo u r ru les o f arith­ 
metic and p ro o fs twice a week, and 
d ifferent kind s o f writing; fo u rth y ear, 
geo grap hy , o nce a week, Otto mo n his­ 
to ry o nce, find a general histo ry twice; 
o rt ho grap hy o nce a week, au d writing, 
as well as memo rizatio n o f lesso ns. 
Of the Tu rkish bo y , Co ngressman 
Co x , writing o f his stay in Co nstanti­ 
no p le as American Minister, 
say s: 
“Whether ru nning abo u t, as 1 see him 
here, in his little baggy clo thes, o v er 
which is a so rt o f d ressing-go wn p ad d ed 
with co tto n, and mad e o u t o f cheap 
p rints, highly co lo red , generally red , 
o r mu nching sweetmeats in his satins 
and silks, tassels and go ld laces, with 
his little cane, stru tting by the sid es o f 
his v eiled mo ther o v er the green at the 
‘Sweet Waters,’ near the p alace o f 
Ghio ekso u y ee; whether he be rich o r 
p o o r, o r cro ckery o r p o rcelain, he is o f 
the same earth, "earthy , as the Ameri­ 
can bad o r go o d bo y .

This p erso nage is o ften p u t to 
the u se o f all his wits to make u p 
sto ries wo nd erfu l eno u gh to fill u p the 
imaginatio n o f these iu cho ate Siabad s 
and Haro nm-al-Beehid s. 
Generally 
su ch sto ries refer to a bo y o r girl o f 
their o wn ago u s tho hero o r hero ine. 
Perhap s the hero is so me Arab co wbo y 
o f the d esert o r p lain. 
In these nar­ 
rativ es, there are battles with the ene­ 
mies o f tho faith, in which millio ns o f 
Christians are slain by a hand fu l o f 
Mo slems. 
Tho hero es had slau ghtered 
mo at o f them. Ro bberies, incend iarism 


murders, and piracies are committed by 
the enemies of the heroic Mussulman, 
who cuts them down with his crescent­ 
shaped cimeter. 
In these stories the 
bad unbeliev er is punished ultimately 
by the g ood Moslem.

partment of state is in receipt of the record 
o f the debate in the Canadian parliament on 
the fisheries treaty . The speech of Sir Charles 
Tupper is the most interesting of t he record 
to Americans. 
Its full text would make fif­ 
teen co lumns, but the following extracts con­ 
tain the most significant part of it: After 
tracing the preliminaries that led to the late 
conference » Sir Charles said: 
“I must say a single word with reference to 
my colleague representing the government of 
the United States. 
No person in the govern­ 
ment of that country commands more uni­ 
fo rmly or more deservedly the respect and 
confidence of 
the 
United States 
than 
the Hon. T. F. Bay ard, the secretary of 
state. 
I do not believe, sir, that it would l» e 
possible for any government in the United 
» States to select three gentlemen more emi­ 
nently patriotic, more heartily devoted to the 
interests of their country , than the three 
gentlemen who negotiated this treaty , » Secre­ 
tary Bay ard, Hon. W. 1». Putnam and Mr. 
Angell;and after sitting face to face with 
them three months in keen and sharp contro­ 
versy , the only result of our communication 
has been to leave upon my mind the very 
highest respect for the character, standing 
and ability of those gentlemen.” 
After an exhaustive analy sis of the treaty 
in «all its IwariiJgs, Sir Charles, in concluding, 
said: 
“Let the United » States seriate reject the 
treaty to-morrow and t .ask what is the 
changed jkmUoti of Canada?

W as h ing t o n C i t y , April 21,—Representa­ 
tiv e Anderso n, o f Kansas, a member o f the 
Reading railro ad strike co mmittee, intro 
duced in the ho use Friday a bill embo dy ing 
his v iews o f legislatio n necessary fo r securing 
to the public a regular serv ice fro m railro ad 
co mpanies. 
The bill was referred to the 
Heading strike co mmittee. 
It pro v ides that the jurisdictio n o f a state 
ceases with its territo ry , and that no state 
railro ad can beco me a carrier o f inter-state 
co mmerce ex cept by the permissio n and au 
tho rity o f the United » states. The law o f 
186 8, 
which 
gav e 
thisautho rity , 
is so 
amended 
as 
o nly 
to 
include 
s-uah 
state 
co rpo ratio ns 
as 
accept 
the pro ­ 
v isio ns o f this bill,and all o thers are pro hibit­ 
ed fro m carry ing inter state co mmerce under 
heav y penalties. 
Ev ery railro ad subject to 
the bill, fo r which priv ate pro perty has been 
taken by eminent do main, is made a public 
highway o f the United States. 
A co rpo ra­ 
tio n ho lding the franchise o f co llecting to lls, 
o r o f o perating a public highway as a rail­ 
ro ad, Is declared to lie a custo dian and trus­ 
tee o f public pro perty , and bo und to main­ 
tain and o [» crate the same fo r the interests o f 
the public, subject o nly to its charter rights. 
The duties and o bligatio ns o f tho se franchises 
are declared to t»e distinct fro m and prio r to 
tho se o f a co mmo n carrier, and their per­ 
fo rmance is enfo rced under penalties. 
The inter-state co mmerce co mmissio n is re­ 
quired to ex ecute the pro v isio ns o f the bill, 
and is giv en a co rps o f inspecto rs. 
In the 
ev ent of a failure by a co mpany to run its 
regular trains the co mmissio n is required to 
pro mptly inv estigate the facts, and to issue 
such o rders to the co mpany as will secure 
the regular serv ice. 
If after sev en day s the 
serv ice is no t perfo rmed the atto rney gen 
» « ml is required to pro cure the appo intment 
of a receiver, who is to Of » crate the ro ad as 
for the United States, and may emplo y the 
old force. 
Companies an* given the 
right to connect 
their roads with others; are prohibited from 
engaging in mining or other business than 
that of a carrier, and stringent prohibition is 
made of combinations of competing lines or 
of rates.

Two mo nths 
ago Mrs. Farris was married to » Stephen Mc- 
Oehee, a farmer. 
Mr. and Mrs. McGehee 
to o k up their residence o n the Wilco x en farm, 
abo ut three miles so uth o f Canto n. 
On Saturday , April 14, Eddie, the eldest 
bo y , wro te Farris, his father, that his mo ther 
w'as married again. 
Farris was engaged at 
the time with a party o f railro ad surv ey o rs 
in Henderso n co unty , west o f here. 
News o f 
his fo rmer wife’s marriage seems to hav e 
turned him into a human dev il, fo r immedi­ 
ately after receiv ing his so n’s letter he co me 
to Canto n, arriv ing here o n Mo nday . 
His 
whereabo uts o n Tuesday are unacco unted 
fo r, but it is kno wn that ho was under the in­ 
fluence o f liquo r and threatened to kill Mc- 
Geheo and his wife. 
On Wednesday mo rning 
he was seen go ing so uth to ward the residence 
o f McGehee. 
It is pro bable ho went direct 
to the pro mises and remained in hiding, 
awaiting the appearance 
of McGehee, who 
was hauling* lo gs so me distance fro m ho me. 
About 1 o'clock 
McGehee came home. 
While he and his little/am ily w ere at the din­ 
ner-table, Farris opened the door and walked 
in, revolver in hand. Approaching the table 
he fired at McGehee, exclaiming:

Ho then informed them that ho intended 
hanging himself, first ordering them to go to 
Canton and not to sny a word about w hat he 
had done until they arrived there, under pain 
of instant death. 
With her children Mrs. 
McGehee started for this city , not know ing 
w hether her husband was dead or not.

Considerable of a sensation hat 
been caused at Philadelphia by an in­ 
vestigation which shows that nearly all 
the marriages solemnized 
by Dr. J. J . 
Sleeper, of Camden, N. J., since No­ 
vember, 188G, have been illegal. 
Two 
y ears ago Mr. Sleeper was deposed 
from his priesthood in the Episcopal 
Church, and he went over to Camden 
and set himself up in business as a sort 
of marriage agent 
The law of the 
State provides that only ordained min­ 
isters shall perform marriage ceremo­ 
nies. 
Sleeper was without a church, 
but he organized a Seamen’s Aid So­ 
ciety , and had himself made chaplain. 
This he failed to have incorporated 
until February 24, 18 8 8 . 
During the 
two y ears he married all who came to 
him, and it was only recently that it 
w as discovered that he had no power tc 
act 
The best legal authority in the 
State declares that Sleeper’s marriages 
are illegal, and that unless there has 
been public acknowledgment or cohab­ 
itation the ceremony is null and void. 
This decision affects over 2,000 per 
sons, many of whom slipped quietty 
out of Philadelphia to avoid the pub­ 
licity of marriage only to find that they 
have made a bad job of i t 
A move­ 
ment will 
bo made 
to 
prosecnte 
Sleeper. He defends himself upon the 
ground that once a priest alway s a 
priest, despite his deposition by the 
Bishop. 
Meantime the folks who have 
been married by him are in a quandary . 


T h e death of the Emperor cf Ger­ 
many at the age of 91, and that of T. 
J. Potter, General Manager of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, at the age of 
48 , which occurred near the same time, 
will doubtless furnish a tex t for some 
sermonizing by the press, in which an 
attempt will be made to show that 
while Americans, at the outset, may 
possess their full share 
of phy sical 
vigor, they still lack the “stay ing pow­ 
ers” of other 
races. 
Such a de­ 
duction, 
remarks 
a contemporary , 
would obviously be unjust for several 
reasons. 
The duties of no sphere of 
human endeavor, if observed rigidly , 
conscientiously , and persistently , as 
they w ere by Mr. Potter, are more de­ 
structive to 
mental 
and 
phy sical 
strength than are those of the vocation 
in which that gentleman labored. 
It 
is safe to say that he did more ex act­ 
ing, severe, and ex hausting 
mental 
work every day of his active life than 
William did, ordinarily , in a month. 
Potter’s age, too, at his death was 
somewhat below the average attained 
in his profession, while the Kaiser’s 
was far above that which is reached by 
the average monarch or statesman in 
Europe. 
If a comparison l>e made be­ 
tween the statesmen, literary men, and 
scientists of tho Old and New World it 
will be found that the conspicuous 
men of this country aro by no means 
below tho general level in the scale of 
longevity . 
At death Wellington was 
8 3, Palmorstou 8 1, and Brougham 90. 
All of those, who were the oldest of 
Britain's public men, led ex ceedingly 
active lives during most of their man­ 
hood y ears. 
They 
may fairly be 
matched among deceased Americans, 
however, both in activity and duration 
of life by John Quincy Adams, Lewis 
Cass, and lieverdy Johnson. 
Adams 
literally “died in harness” at 8 1, while 
Cass at tho time of his death was 8 4. 
Johnson’s death, which occurred when 
ho was 8 0, was tho rosult 
of injuries 
received by a severo fall rathor than 
of old age. 
Among other active Amer­ 
ican statesmen who passed the Psalm­ 
ist’s term of y ears were Henry Clay , 
75; James Buchanan and John J. Crit­ 
tenden, each 77; Frances P. Blair, 8 0, 
and Josiah Quincy , 92.

against poison; this, too, is a pure false­ 
hood. 
He spoke in a loud voice, and 
when he was in a merry mood his peals 
of laughter could be heard from afar. 
He was fond of singing, although he 
had a bad voice, aud never could sing 
an air in tune.— Exch a n g e.
